Star*of Bengal, Fishing Craft, 
Goes on Rocks of Alaskan 
Coast. 





WRANGEL, Alaska, 23.—One 
hundred and ten of 137 persons aboard 
the cannery ship Star of Bengal were 
drowned last Sunday afternoon when 


Sept. 


the vessel was torn from the hold of 


protecting tugs and dashed ashore at 
Helmpoint, at the southeast end of Cor- 
onation Island. 

The news was brought here by the 
tug Hattie Gage, Capt. Farrer, which 
brought the survivors, 27 in all. 

The cableship. Burnside, which left 
for the scene of the wreck at mid- 
night Monday, as soon as the news was 
received, returned last evening with 
the news that the Star of Bengal was 
a total loss, only the ends of the masts 
showing above water. 

Tugs Abandon Vessel. 

The ship was being towed to sea from 
the Wrangell cannery by the tugs Hat- 
tie Gage and Kayak. Capt. Farrer of 
the Hattie Gage gives the following ac- 
count of the disaster: 


“As we came within reach of the 
gale we could see we were making 
leeway and drifting toward Coronation 
Island. The Kayak was light and could 
no nothing. The Hattie Gage could not 
handle the ship alone. 

“At 4 o’clock the Star of Bengal 
drifted into a narrow bight and we 
could see land on both sides abreast. 
We sounded and found eight fathoms, 
We could see the vessel dimly by the 
phosphorous dark rocks that were all 
around. We cut the towline and steamed 
out into open water, but could not see 
anything in t driving rain except 
one blue light butning on the ship. The 
storm increased ahd the tugs steamed 
to Shipley Bay, 2% miles away.” 

Survivors Muir and Olson said the 
ship sank about 9 o'clock after breaking 
into three pieces. The surf was full of 
salmon cases ahd gasoline drums. 


‘ Breeches Bucy Would Not Work. 

Muir says thaf he and Olson got a 
boat off and went ashore through the 
wreckage. They helped several ashore 
and pulled Capt. Wagner out of the 
wreckage. He could not speak. The 
breeches buoy was rigged to a tree, but 
the ship was swaying so that the line 
was alternately loose and tight, mak- 
ing it impossible to use. The ship's 
books and papers were found on the 
beach. One man had matches and a fire 
was built with kerosene from the wreck. 
The fire saved the lives of the survivors, 
as it kept them from freezing. 

The survivors, before leaving Coro- 
nation Island, buried the bodies of 16 
white men on the beach. Those buried 
were: Charles Buchanan, Carl Bore, 
Joseph Griffin, Andrew Hanson, Frank

New Company to Be Required 
to Furnish 40,000,000 
Feet a Day. 


Forced to action by the demands of 
their constituents, the House of Dele- 
gates combine has hit upon a scheme 
that will subserve their own interests 
while effecting an apparent compliance 


with public requirements. 

The combine leaders have decided to 
report the natural gas bill favorably 
with amendments that will practically 
‘kill’. it. 

This plan has been followed by the 
combine in previous instances where it 
hes been forced to action. It treated the 
bill creating a public utilities bill in that 
way and took similar action on the 
free bridge engineer-employing mensure. 


To Kill With Amesdment. 

The combine is said to have concluded 
that if it reports out the natural gas 
bill with an amendment compelling the 
grantees of the franchise to pump into 
St: Louis 40,000,000 cubic feef of gas a 
day, it will gain its point. 

It is doubtful if the grantees would 
accept the franchise under such a con- 
dition and it is also doubtful if the 
Council will concur in any § such amend- 
ment. 

The Laclede company does not send 
into its pipes more than 11,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day. 

It is further contemplated, according 
to City Hall reports, to tag on. another 
amendment providing that the grantees 
shall continue to furnish this daily sup- 
ply for at least five years. 

In addition to these amendments, the 
Committee on Public Improvements is 
expected to add to the bill the amend- 
ments proposed by the Dnited Gas Com- 
mittee. °

Friends of 
the couple here are rather surprised 
that the husband appears as the plain- 
tiff. 

When Goodwin married Miss Elliott, 
who was then his leading woman, in 
1898, the match seemed ideal. That 
they were deeply in love with each 
other was evident. Goodwin was at the 
height of his popularity, his income was 
enormous and his future seemed as- 
sured. \Miss Elliott was young, talented, 
and was regarded by many as the hand- 
gomest woman on the stage. 

The courtship began during a tour of 
Australia and was continued in this 
country. Its progress was watched with 
interest, for the actress did not sur- 
render readily, and she consented to 
become Mrs. Goodwin only after months 
of urging. 

\ Seemed an Ideal Couyle. . 

Goodwin adored his beautiful wife. 
Instead of remaining as his leading 
woman she became a co-star and her 
name appeared on the billboards in let- 
ters as large as her husband's. They 
@ppeared together in “When We Were 

renty-One” and scored a_ success. 
Their happiness was the talk of the 
stage world, and Nat and Maxine 
seemed Romeo and Juliet come to life.

COUNCIL WON'T 


DISCUSS: BRIDGE 
WITH DELEGATES 


Bill Authorizing Employment 
of Engineer Has No Place 
of Abode. 


Suspended somewhere between the 
House of Delegates and the Council Is 
the bill authorizing the employment of 
an engineer on the Free Bridge. It 
isn’t in the House, because that branclr 
of the Assembly sent the measure back 
to the Council. It isn’t in the Council 
because it was refused admittance. 
Figuratively and officially, therefore, 
there is no bridge bill in the Muni- 
cipal Assembly, and this great public 
work, apparently, is hopelessly tied up 
for the present. 

The measure and the enterprise which 
it affects were put in that status by 
the action of the Council, which Tues- 
day declined to name a conimittee of 
conference and returned a communica- 
tion informing the delegates that if they 
desired to try reconciling the differences 
between the two branches, they must 
say so. 

Delegates Styled “Hostile.” 

There was a great deal of discussion 
before this resolution to do nothing 
was reached. Councilmen Crunden and 
Norvell led the opposition to any con- 
ference with the House. 

Crunden said that the amendments 
which the House had added to the bill 
passed unanimously by the Council were 
neither ‘‘fair nor square.’’ They were 
drawn, he said, at the suggestion of 
President O'Reilly of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements and demanded by 
Delegates who were openly and notori- 
ously hostile to Mayor Wells. 

‘The conference committee would in- 
clude three of these hostile Delegates 
and two Republicans from the Council. 
It isn’t hard to guess what the result of 
that committee’s deliberations would 
be,” said Crunden. 

Councilman Norvell moved that the 
House’s ‘‘childish communication be re- 
turried, with the advice that if the 
delegates don’t know how to be par- 
liamentary they should learn.’’ 

“This Council should not permit it- 
self to be pulled around by the House 
of Delegates,’’ Norvell said. ‘‘Th> 
House last Friday voted down a propo- 
sition to submit this bill to a confer- 
ence and now announc*s that it ‘insi ts’ 
on its amendments. The request for an 
adjustment of the differences shou'd 
cOme from the House.’’ 


House Stands by O'Reilly 
The amendment to which the ‘Coun. il 


most vigorously objects is that permit- 
ing the President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements to discharge the en- 
gineer ‘‘at pleasure.”’ This arnendment 
has been characterized by City Coun- 
selor Bates as ‘‘impolitic’’ because ‘“‘no 
self-respecting engineer’ would accept 
a contract under such a condition. 

President O’Reilly’s friends in th? 
House of Delegates have stated that 
they’ will not pass the bill without the 
amendments, which were drawn by him. 

When the motion that the House d:>- 
Ciine to recede from its amendm=nts 
was put last Friday night, Clerk L:on- 
ard counted as voting ‘‘aye’’ Delegate 
James T. Brennan, who was absent. 
Parliamentarians hold that the motion 
would have failed but for that mis-

He Will Favor Big Garage 
With 20 Machines When 
Times Are Better. 








A municipal garage, housing about 
twenty machines and their chauffeurs, 
each ready to serve any city official 
whose duty requires him to get over 
ground in a hurry, will be favored by 
Comptroller James Y. Player—‘‘next 
year, when the city has the money.”’ 

Mr. Player made that statement 
Wednesday morning, following a remark 
that he would refuse to certify the 
House of Delegates bill providing for 
the appropriation of $4000 for an auto 
for Building Commissioner Smith. 

“It will cost $35,000 to replace the pres- 
ent rusty old iron wire of the Fire De- 
partment signal service with new wire,’ 
said Mr. Player. ‘‘This and other neces- 
Sary expenses must be met by the city. 
Next year, when finances are in better 
shape, I will favor the garage. But I 
will oppose any new autos this year. 

“‘My idea is that the machines should 
not be attached to any particular de- 
partment, to be monopolized by it, but 
that each machine should be for the 
common use of the city officials who 
need autos. The chauffeurs, likewise 
would serve any official who called on 
them.”’ 

City Has 15 Automobiles, 

The city at present maintains 15 auto- 
mobiles besides that of Fire Chief 
Swingley and the police auto. Chief 
Swingley says his machine enables him 
to visit every engine house and inspect 
the streets, with an eye for repairs 
and the like, gaining information of 
Value to the department. He says he 
can cover many times the territory he 
could with a buggy. He denies that he 
uses the department auto for personal 
trips. 

J. C. Travilla, street commissioner, 
Says the three street department autos, 
which cost $6500, are worth the money 
in the benefit the city derives from 
their use. In the street department the 
personally owned runabouts of Phil 
Konsten, superintendent of hard pav- 
ing, and J. H. Leek, superintendent of 
repairs of streets under maintainance, 
are kept up by the city, and are used 
for public work daily. 

The repairs for autos in the street 
department cost $189 a month and the 
supplies $274. 

Machines Kept Busy. 

Ben C. Adkins, Water Commissioner, 
has two machines, one a de luke, that 
cost $5000, and the other a $2000 car for 
Assistant Commissioner Wall. Adkins 
was out of the city Wednesday, but his 
secretary, William Welsh, said that 
these machines were used in visiting 
the Chain or Rocks and the various 
water department stations day and night 
and were of great benefit to the public. 

He said that the machines were often 
used by the Park Commissioner, Sewer 
Commissioner, President of the Board 
of Public Improveinents and other of- 
ficials who had need of them. 

Travilla told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he never has uSed the Street De- 
partment autos -for personal trips, but 
that he would not hesitate to do so if 
he wanted to. 

The Building Commissioner's auto bill 
was introduced by Delegate McShane 
last Friday night. Clerk Leonard called 
up Commissioner Smith by telephone 
and said such a bill had been prepared, 
asking who should introduce it. Smith 
named McShane. 

Smith told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday that he know nothing of 
the bill until Leonard told him it had 
been drawn up. He didn’t “inspire’’ it, 
he said. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Winn 
asked for an auto earlier in the season. 
Player refused’ to. certify his bill, as 
he says he will the Smith bill.

“There is no question about Haskell 
being here then,’’ declared E. L. Oppen- 
heim of the firm of E. L. Oppenheim & 
Co., bankers and brokers, 3@ Broad 
street. ‘I knew Haskell for over $250,- 
000—but I won't talk about it."’ 

“It is too bad Jules 8S. Bache is in 
Europe,’ said a member of the Stock 
Exchange house of J. S. Bache & Co., 
42 Broadway. ‘‘He could substantiate 
Mr. Haskell’s alibi, for Mr. Bache lost 
a great deal of money at the time; 
not only will he recall the Governor's 
presence in this city, but he might relate 
some interesting details."’ 


Wall Street Men Knew Him. 

“Now, Iam not going to say one word 
against Charlie Haske!!,’’ was the com- 
ment of F. J. Lisman of the firm of F. 
J. Lisman @& Co., railroad bond dealers 
of 30 Broad street. “My firm is inter- 
ested in Oklahoma properties at the 
present time, and I am not going to 
antagonize its Governor.” 

“Goy. Haskell was here in 1898, was 
he not?’ was asked of Mr. Lisman. 

“Indeed he was," repjied Mr. Lisman. 
“Smart fellow, Haskell. Ha! Ha! But 
I won't discuss him—not a single word.” 

“Oh, I do recall that C. N. Haskell 
was here in 1898,"" said Philip Lehman 
of 7 West Fifty-fourth street, “but I 
consider that transaction a _ sealed 
book.’’

Lacking Courage to Tell Parents 
She Committed Suicide Before

‘WEBB CITY, Mo., Sept. 23.—It has 
developed’ that Laura May Aul, the 
pretty 16-year-old schoolgirl who shot 
and killed herself a short time before 
her sister, Murl, was married, had a 
sweetheart of her own. She wanted to 
be married, but never had the courage 
to tell her parents so, and at first it 
was supposed she had committed suli- 
cide because she was tired of going to 
school. 

After shooting herself Laura May 
went to her mother and begged her not 
to tell Murl, as she feared the news 
might stop the wedding. She died 10 
minutes before her sister was married. 
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he was behind Haskell In the Detroit 
& Lima Northern promoters: ‘No, by 
Jupiter.

“Haskell when he got here opened an 
office at 40 Wall street and mingled 
with a group of politicians from Ohio, 
headed by Abner McKinley, brother of 
the late President McKinley. Their 
headquarters were in a brokerage house 
in the Johnson Building at Broad and 
New streets, where they played the 
stock market and organized promotion 
schemes. ; 

_ Road in Receliver’s Hands. 

“The most notable promotion put out 
by Haskell was the Detroit & Lima 
Northern, which was refused a listing 
by the New York Stock Exchange. In 
fact, it fell into a receivership before 
the necessary six months of operation 
demanded by the Stock Exchange had 
been covered. This road was to connect 
Detroit and the Ohio coal and tron belt. 

“The bonds looked all right, and a 
number of good houses bought them and 
then sold them to their customers, rec- 
ommending them highly. Those they 
did not sell they still have in another 
form. 4 

“Then came the discovery by the bond 
houses that the road wus mortgaged up 
to its ears with contracts covering the 
equipment of some twenty-five locomo- 
tives, eleven passenger Cars, two parlor 
curs and elght lLundred freight cars. 
Even the road's right of way came into 
yuestion. But the houses had gone so 
deeply into the project -that they had 
to support Haskell, who was made pres- 
ident of the road, on the elimination of 
E. R. Thomas. , 


‘In the course of the liquidation Has- 
xell settled for $22,000 one claim to the 
amount of $163,164.81. His total issue of 
stocks and bonds against the railroad 
was $3,286,000—for a road which never 
even got Into ‘troit, the city which it 
was promoted to supply with coal and 
oil. 


“The end of the project came on Sept. 
6, 1898, when a suit was brought against 
the property by one of the contractors 
and Jules S. Bache took possession of 
the property as its receiver. According 
to the report of the special master, filed

the road aggregated $1,(25,000. 

‘In the interest of the bondholders 
that year’ a committee consisting of 
John E. Boone, J. S. Bache, E. A. Mer- 
rill, Philip Lehman and E. L. Oppen- 
_heim was appointed to prepare a plan 
of reorganization. The best they could 
work out was consolidation with the 
Ohio Southern Railroad on a basis of 
exchange for the Detroit & Lima North- 
ern bonds at par in the common stock 
of the new Detroit Southern Railway 
Ce., which common stock never sold 
above 20, and after three years’ struggle 
itself fell into a receivership. 

“Indeed, Wall street well. remem- 
bers Haskell of Ohio. His departure 
was followed by reports from Beau- 
mont, Tex., of nis promotion in that 
city of a telephone company. that 
flattened, and later his starting a la- 


string than any man who ever came to 
New York City.” said John E. Boren, 
former president of the Colonial Trust 
Co., which was the depository of the 
bonds when the first reorganization was 
attempted. 

Surprised at Haskell’s Position. 

‘In regard to those bonds, I do not 
know whether they were sold at par or 
less, for I did not come into the trans- 
action until long after the deal had 
been carried through. Some weeks ago 
I accidentally ran across W. B. Strang 
Jr., the railroad contractor who built 
this road. The meeting was tn the Sub- 
way. 

“Whatever became of Haskell?” JI 
asked him. 

“*Why, he is Governor of Oklahoma, 
and the national Democratic treasurer,’ 
replied Mr. Strang, and fou can well 
Imagine my surprise.” 

W. B. Strang Jr., the contractor of 
the Detroit & Lima Northern, has an 
office at 18 Wall street. His representa- 
tive said: 

“When Haskell was running for Gov- 
ernor in Oklahoma last year Judge 
Sheets of Ohio, representing the Repub- 
lican party, called here to see Mr. 
Strang. In reply to a_request for the 
inside facts of the Detroit & Lima 
Northern Railway Co. Mr. Strang said: 
‘T know nothing concerning Haskell of 
a derogatory character that I care to 
make public.’ I am quite sure he has 
not changed his position since then.”

$ DANGEROUS 
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“Honor of the Country Was 
Saved When He Was 
Defeated.” 





ADE, Ind., Sept: 23.—Just a real old- 
fashioned country political holiday was 
what George Ade produced today at 
Hazelden Farm, combining the lighter 
features of picnicking with a _ touch 
of the weightier -refiections of the cam- 
pafen. 

William H. Taft's presence was the 
feature which brought seven special 
trains and fully 300 auto parties to the 
picturesque country place of the noted 
fable writer. Mr. Taft spoke briefly, 
and in the spirit of the occasion. James 
FE. Watson, Republican candidate for 
Governor of Indiana, was there with his 
Old Shay Quartet, with which he ts 
canvassing the State in automobiles. Mr. 
Watson followed Mr. Taft also with a 
speech of lighter vein. 7 

It had been Mr. Ade’s first intention 
to provide a lunch for all who might 
come, but, he said, that when it became 
certain that thousands were coming 
he just adopted the ‘full dinner pail’ 
idea and provided the lunches in these 
pails for a quarter. 

The Taft special proceeded to Chicago 
immediately after the speaking. 

Mr. Taft said: 

“Tl was told if I came here I sheuld 
bave the privilege of meeting 10,000

Attacks Tariff Record,

As such he was very 
active in fovmulating and pressing the 
Wilsen tariff bill, and, when it was re- 
turned from the Senite with €0) amend- 
mments as the ‘Gorman-Wilson Tr ff 
Bill,’ he was one of the foremost in 
secking an application of the House 
rules to prevent any of the &0 amend- 
ments made to the biil being made. 

“Whether the people ruled or not 
when this bil] was passed, it is certan 
that one of the 60 amendments was 
such as to make Mr. Cleveland pro- 
nounce the bill a perfidy and a dis- 
henor. This fact, however, did not pre- 
vent Mr. Bryan from great jubilation 
when the bill passed. 

“The certainty that the bill was going 
to pass, after Democratic success in 
November precipitated a panic out of 
a clear sky, and the subsequent passage 
of the bill prostrated all interests and 
brought about four years memoraople in 
the history of this country as the worst 
financial disaster it has ever seen. 

Free Silver's “Temptation.”

“In 1906 Mr. Bryan went around the 
world, and hig return was heralded with 
the statement that in his visit around 
the world he had gained information 
and knowledge that he had become safe 
and sane; that he was a conservative 
and all the Democratic party awaited 
his coming with great interest. Im- 
mediately upon his arrival he dispelled 
this erroneous impression by declaring 
that he was convinced that the only 
solution of the railroad question ulti- 
mately would be Government owner- 
ship. He had previously declared in 
favor of a national initiative and refer- 
endum and a'so in favor of the election 
of Federal judges. 

Bank Guaranty the Latest. 
“And now Mr. Bryan ‘comes forward 
and asks that the people give him an 
opportunity to put into operation new 
reforms in respect to trusts and in rg- 
spect to guaranty of bank deposits, 
wholly untried, wholly theoretical and 
on their face bearing evidence of their 
impracticability and of having been de- 
vised by the ready brain of one looking 
for plausible arguments rather than real 
reforms. 

“The record of Mr. Bryan, and his 
character as it is understood by a 12- 
years’ acquaintance with him, have im- 
pressed the business community of this 
country and those whose judgment de- 
termines whether or not capital shall be 
invested, that he is not a safe man with 
whom to try experiments in govern- 
ment, 

“If he were to be elected, unquestion- 
ab'v because of his reeord, however 
much now he may seek to pose as a 
conservative—because of his record, be- 
cause of the failure of the theories 
which he has proposed for the last 12 
years, his election will mean a paralysis 
of business and we should have a re- 
currence of the disastrous business con- 
ditions of the last Democratic adminis-

Association’s Traffic Manager 
Advocates an Appeal to 
State Authorities, 


IS WARMLY APPROVED 


Member of Mayor’s Commis- 
sion Favors Measure at Ban- 
quet—Councilmen Oppose. 


P. M. Hanson, traffic manager of the 
Missouri Manufacturers’ Association, 
was loudly applauded at the annual din- 
ner of that organization at the Southern 
Hotel Tuesday night, when he opposed 
the ordinance, now pending, granting to 
the Terminal Railroad Association more 
than a mile of city streets in the vicin- 
ity of Compton avenue for an extension 
of its yards and switching system. 

“No city in the United States has such 
poor railroad accommodations as St. 
Louis,” said Mr. Hanson. “It is at the 
mercy of the Terminal, which makes 
any arbitrary charges it sees fit to 
make. 

“Yet, when the Terminal is in trouble 
or it wants additional privileges, it 
comes to the people of St. Louis for 
aid. We owe nothing to the Terminal. 
The obligation is all on the other side. 


Opposes Granting Mere Favors. 

“It Is now asking us not to appeal to 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners or to thé Legislature for 
redress and at the same time it is 
charging $25 for switching a car of 
‘freight a distance of less than two miles 
in the city limits. , 

“We don't want to grant any more 
privileges to the Terminal. We have 
got to organize and appeal to the State 
authorities to put a stop to the arbi- 
trary extortion which is throttling the 
city’s commerce.”’ 

If the dinner was planned as a Ter- 
minal love feast this purpose was de- 
feated by Mr. Hanson, whose speech 
was impromptu, not a part of the regu- 
lar program. y 


Whitelaw Talks for Terminal. 

The set speech of the evening was 
that of Robert H. Whitelaw, a mem- 
ber of the Mayor's Terminal Commis- 
sion. It was known in advance that 
his purpose in making the speech was 
to enlist the aid of the Manufacturers’ 
Association in furthering the bill grant- 
ing additional franchise rights to the 
Terminal. 

He argued that the enlargement of 
the Terminal’s switching and team track 
facilities would be of benefit to St. 
Louis, 

As to the vacating of the streets north 
of the present railroad yards between 
Ewing and Compton avenues, he said 
that the streets might as well be con- 
demned, as they are now not avail- 
able for general traffic, because they 
are crossed by 30 railroad tracks. 
His argument in effect was: “We have 
already spoiled these streets for publie 
use, so the city might as well give them 
to us.’’ 

Hanson's impromptu reply to White- 
law was well received by the 8 mem- 
bers at the dinner. There was little 
applause at the close of Whitelaw’s 
address. : 

J. W. Van Cleave made a political 
speech in which he scored union labor, 
and asserted that the anti-injunction 
plank in the Republican platform was 
framed according to the wishes and dic- 
tation of the foes of union labor’ 

L. D. Kingsland, after a service of 13 
years and 6 months, retired as president 
of the association. He was unanimous- 
ly chosen as honorary president and a 
loving cup was given to him. 

J. A. J. Schultz was elected presi- 
dent. | 


Councilmen Oppose Bill. 

Councilmen Crunden and Norvell are 
opposed to the feature of the Terminal 
bill which provides for ‘the vacation of 
city streets without compensation. 

Mr. Crunden stated that inasmuch as 
the railroads are asking for big conces- 
sions from the city he would like to see 
them show some activity in abolishing 
grade crossings. 

“T am opposed to giving away the 
city’s streets,” said Mr. Cranden. “The

JUDGE AULES MASHED FINGER 
DOESN'T INCAPACITATE JUROR 


Clayton Man in Federal Court 
Holds Up Bandaged Hand, but 


Isn’t Excused. 

Judge Dyer, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, has decided that an in- 
jured finger does not cause a man suf- 
ficient distress of mind to render him 
unfit for jury duty. The opinion came 
in the case of Casper Dietrich of Clay- 
tom 4 

Mr. Dietrich was summoned on the 
petit jury panel in the Federa) Court. 
With one finger on his right hand 
bandaged, he approached the bench and 
held up the finger. At the same time 
he handed Judge Dyer a written state- 
ment from Dr. Eggers of Clayton, ex- 
plaining that Dietrich was suffering 
from a wounded finger. 

Judge Dyer motioned Dietrich back to 
his seat, saying: 

“T hardly believe your injury is suffi- 
cient to prevent you from paying close 
attention to the_evidence, and you may 
serve.”’ 

Henry Meyer, also of Clayton, wanted 
to be excused, saying he was hard of 


hearing. Judge Dyer talked in a low 
voice, and Meyer answered his ques-

Speech to Advertising Men 
Was in Role of Mythical 
Teamster. 








To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
As you have given so much space to 


ithe five-minute talk I made at the Ad- 


vertising Men’s League, I will thank 
you to give as much prominence to this 
letter, in which I will attempt to give 
the circumstances under which the ad- 
dress was made. 

The guests at this luncMon were the 
faculty of the new City College of Law 
and Finance. This is a night school. 
Its object is to give a business course te 
young men who work during the day. 
This school ex}ects to draw its pupils 
largely from advertising men, from 
salesmen and from clerks and employes 
of wholesale and manufacturing estab- 
lishments. The talk was not delivered 
to a class of men whe had any idea 
er any opportunity of obtaining a col- 
lege course. 

As a matter of fact, my name did not 
appear on the printed program. I was 
invited to speak as a representative of 
a certain Mike Kinney, the mythical 
teamster and editor of a monthly jour- 
nal published by our house. This jour- 
nal is called ‘“‘The Gimlet.”’ 

Mike Kinney writes on business sub- 
jects. in a semi-humorous manner. He 
does not take either the world or himself 
seriously. I was introduced by the 
chairman of the meeting not by my 
proper name, but as the “Hon. Mike 
Kinney, teamster and editor.” Carrying 
out the character of Mike Kinney, 1 
made my remarks about the college man 
in a humorous way. 

Took Text Krom Carlyle. 

Mike Kinney took as his text the fol- 
lowing quotation from Thomas Carlyle: 

“Our grand business undoubtedly is 
not to see what lies dimly at a distance, 
but to do what lies clearly at hand.” 

That was the basis of his talk. 

He did say that the students of the 
new ‘night school who were employed 
by day and gave their evenings to study 
and classroom work need not fear the 
competition of college-trained men. He 
did state to these men who had no hope 
of a college education that a man could 
make money without a college education. 

In discussing salesmen he did say that 
the “slick’’ man is rarely a good sales- 
man, that the trade preferred a man of 
homely ways and of homely speech in 
whom they could have confidence more 
than the “hot air’ salesman. 

He did not say anytaing about 
jeans,’’ but he cid state that the over- 
dressed salesman--ithe man whko went 
out to sell goods wearing a racehorse 
vest, an imitation diamond 
scarfpin, patent leather shoes and polka 
dot socks-—did not make as good an im- 
pression as a man who might be plainly 
dressed. He did say.that of the two 
evils—a salesman being overdressed and 
one being underdressed-—he believed the 
average run of merchants preferred the 
man who was underdressed. 

He did not say while he was at a 
summer resort this year college men al- 
most pushed him off the sidewalk. He 
did state an evidence of a college edu- 
cation was often a swelled head, and he 
had noticed at summer resorts the young 
fellows seeined to think they owned the 
whole place and would push the inhab- 
itants off the sidewalk. 

He did say in his business experience 
he had met college graduates who could 
not add up a column of figures, but who 
claimed a college education gave them 
a wonderfully trained mind. He did say 
he saw no use of the trained yiind, in 
a business way, unless it produced prac- 
tical results. 

Norvell’s Cwn Vtievrs, 

Now as my views on:the college ques- 
tion have been quoted several times in 
the press in a more or less garbled form, 
I ask of you the courtesy to publish my 
views on this subject—not the views of 
Mike Kinney, teamster and editor. 

The object of doing business is to 
make money. A man’s success in busi- 
ness is measured by the amount of 
money he can make out of his business 
honestly. There are two classes of 
‘young: men who start in this world. 
“One class is the young man eho has 
no money and has no rich family to 
hack him. The other class is the young 
nan who either has money of his own 

r” who has a father or relations who 
are willing to support him for four 


‘*blue 





years in college and pay his tuition. In 
taking a general view of the proposition 


the number of young men who work 
their way through college is hardly 
worth considering. 

If the object of a young man who 
Starts in life without any money is to 
z0 into business to make money I would 
not advise him to take a four years’ 
college course with the idea that he 
could make more money in business on 
account of the college course. On tii; 
point Iam most emphatic in my views. 
It must be considered here that most 
young men do not leave college until 
their twenty-first or twenty-s:cond 
year. ’ 

For Culture. Go to College. 

On the other hand, if a young man 
does not cdre to marry early, if he has 
a strong leaning towards culture and 
refinement, and a love of art and liter- 
ature and the other amenities of life, 
and if he cares more for these things 
than he dees for early success (measu:- 
ing suceess by his ability to make 
money), then I advise him, if he can 
get anybody te put up the price, to go 
to college and take his chances on mik- 
ing money afterwards. 

I believe the young man who comes to 
the efity from the country with a 
dogged determination to win eut does 
succeed largely because he has no go- 
tal diversions, no cultivated tastes to 
gratify, no calls upon his time, and 
therefore can concentrate more of his 
strength upon his work. 

To me a college education is simply a 
luxury to be bought by the rich, just 
is any other luxury can be purchased. 
ft is the same as travel, or the sur- 
roundings of a handsome home filled 


with books. bric-a-brae «ad other things 


horseshoe 


which make a man forget: some of the 
hard lessons of the workaday world. 

It seems to me the colleges make a 
mistake in claiming they better prepare 
aman for business. They should make 
the higher claim that they prepare him 
to lead a better life. 

Study the names you published in last 
night’s article of successful men who 
were also college men. How much do 
these men owe to inheritance? When a 
young man inherits a business or a 
fortune, all honor is due him if he can 
enlarge his fortune or increase the busi- 
ness. But think of the weary years of 
labor and the obstacles the poor young 
man has had to overcome tam reach his 
place. If the poor young man does 
catch up with the favorite of. fortune, is 
it quite fair to remind him he is not 
college bred? Probably in the struggle 
of life he has learned some lessons that 
are just as valuable, even if they are 
not taught in college. 

To boil it all down, the practical prop- 
osition ‘tefore most young men is to 
make a living first and to consider cul- 
ture and refinement altterwards. An in- 
creasing number of the leading educa- 
tors today are raising the question 
whether it is well to devote so much 
time to teaching dead languages. ,.Many 
are asking whether it would not be bet- 
ter to give more time to the study of 
literature, contemperaneous history and 
political economy. 

Going back to the college man in busi- 
ness, it must be considered when the 
young man graduates from college the 
professions claim a large proportion. 
Anotker big slice find comparatively 
easy berths waiting for them as a result 
of family influence. A considerable per- 
centage secure positions through. the 
rich friends they have made in college. 
Still another lot find it convenient to 
marry fortunes and 30 escape business, 

Not a Hero Very Long. 

After all these things have happened, 
the few who were not so fortunate as 
the above, actually do fill the role of the 
powerful college- athlete, laying aside 
his bathrobe, and going to work stoking 


the furnace. This is the heroic figure. 
But my observation leads me to believe 
he does not remain a stoker very long 
—not much longer than to have his pho- 
tograph taken. 

Laying joking aside, it is a fact that 
only the very unfortunate among col- 
lege men really do hunt a job strictly 
on their own merits without the helping 
hand of powerful friends. 

As you have published the names of 
certain successful college men, just to 
encourage some of the young students 
of the City College of Law and Finance, 
who will have. to get tneir education 
after a hard day’s work, allow me to 
mention some pre-eminently successful 
men in St. Louis who did not enjoy the 
privileges of a college education and 
who presumably have not college- 
trained minds: E. ©. Simmons, Robert 
8. Brookings, Samue! C. Cupples, Ben F. 
Edwards, C. H. Huttig, William K. Bix- 
by. E. O. Stanard, Ellas Michael, Mur- 
ray Carleton, A. D. Brown, Thomas H.

But thinking it over, I think it 
would be bad ethics to have an active 
coach at the head of things here. 

Coaches as Advisors. 

“After all, this is an organization for 
amateurs and the only manner in which 
a coach should be permitted to serve 
is in an advisery capacity. The pro- 
fessionals undoubtedly can help out the 
business men In charge of amateur ath- 
letics with suggestions and in that way 
the professionals might be affiliated with 
the A. A. U. But I hardly think it looks 
well to have them hold offic *. 

“IT voted for Cochems because there 
has been so many mistakes made in the 
They are trying 
hard enough, but their attention has 
been preoccupied and naturally they have 
been misinformed. Take the case of 
the disqualification of the Kansas City 
A. C. athletes because it was alleged 
they had falsified their original handi- 
caps. is a case in point. When it was 
asked for proof, after the disqualifica- 
tion had already taken place, they had 
none to offer. They had no record of 
the handicaps and even if my men were 
cuilty there was no way in which it 
could be proved. The verdict was then 
changed. But it was slipshod work. 

“No professional would ever fire away 
like that and for this reason the pres- 
ence of a few experienced men cn an 
advisory board would help cut the dis- 
trict athletics wonderfully. 

What “Pros” Have Don-. 

“Tf you look it over you can see that 
all the athletics in the city today have 
been developed by profe ‘ssionals—that is, 
all of the sort that brings out-of-town 
talent to this city and lends incentive to 
th» younger set to enter the competitive 
world. 

“To my mind, the 
Club, through C. W. Bassett, has done 
more for sport in St. Louis than the en- 
tire list of Western Division officers. 

“The clubs which really elected 
O'Connor are good organizations, but 
they -do little to promote sport outside 
their own organization. They ‘have thelr 
annual meeting and that begins and ends 
their sports. One of these clubs pays 
a nominal sum for the very best date 
on the calendar, July 4 and gets it 
every year. These organizations never 
enter men in open méets, whereas men 
from the M. A. C., Triple A, First Reg'- 
ment, St. Louls U. and other clubs in- 
variably enter all the big contests éur- 
ing the season. 


Live Clubs Do Good. 

“It's the live clubs that make a dis- 
trict good. Our own club, the K. C. A. 
C., received such a setback at the hands 
of the Western Division that it will take 
at least two years to restore it to its 
furmer successful plane. 

“The little ruction created here by 
Cochems -may serve ore purpose now 
that he has been defeated. It may stir 
up the officials to a little more ac- 
tivity. Cochems made the mistake of 
setting himself personally up for the 
office.

Naval Physicians Declare 
They Are Certain Specific 
Has Been Found. 


HIT. UPON BY CHANCE 
Knowledge of Its New Use 
€ame in Treatment of 
Another Disease. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Tremendous 


fmterest has been aroused by the an- 
mouncement that the navy surgeons 
have found in mercury a cure for con- 
sumption. The Department is almost 
ready to announce its discovery. 

The doctors believe in mercury be- 
cause by its use they saved one man 
who was given the treatment when he 
Was supposd to be dying. Forty cases 
have been under mercurial treatment 
in the Naval Hospital at New Fort 
Lyon, Las Animas, Colo. 

Surgeon Barton Lisle Wright made 
the discovery. He is continuing experi- 
ments with the new treatment under 
the direction of Medical Director C. T. 
Hibbett. Reports of their work have 
just been published by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. 

Wright Sure of Discovery. 

Surgeon-General P. M. Rixey, the head 
of the Bureau, in presenting the report 
of the Medical Director, Hibbett, and 
Surgeon Wright, made no expression of 
epinion, but Surgeon Wright, in present- 
ing the results of his work, said: 

“I am convinced that in mercury we 
have a specific for tuberculosis and that 
the only question remaining to be de- 
cided is: How long will it take to effect 
a cure? During the administration of 
the drug the well-established rules for 
the treatment of tuberculosis, embrac- 
ing fresh air, rest, proper food, proper 
sanitary surroundings, attention to per- 
sonal hygiene, the avoidance of all ex- 
cesses of animal appetites and the selec- 


tion of climate must be carried out. 


“Among the 40 cases under mercurial 
treatment is one with the most ad- 
vanced pulmonary = lesion—entire lung 
area involved, with a large cavity in 
the lower left lobe, posteriorly—who 
Was admitted Jan. 25. 1908. His tem- 
perature was 103 degrees, pulse 130, res- 
piration 40, weight 106% pounds, and he 
Was thought to be in a dying condition. 
He now weighs 123 pounds, which is but 
four pounds below his normal! weight.” 
3 Discovery Way Accident. 

Surgeon Wright discovered the value 
of mercury in consumption cases by 
accident. His observations led him to 

believe that the mercury administered 
as 2 specific for the disease caused by 
treponema pallidum created the im- 
provement in the pulmonary tubercular 
lesions in’ the cases under his care. In- 
stead of administering the mercury 
through the mouth, it is injected into 
the muscular tissue, so there is no de- 
rangement of the stomach and intes- 
tines. $3 

. fter a tour of sea duty Dr. Wright 
Testuumed the experiments in December. 
iwi. Surgeon W. H. Bucher assisted 
hihi. So confident is Surgeon Wright 
that he has found a specific for tuber- 
culosis that he writes: 

“If the marked improvement in the 
tuberculosis lesions which we have men- 
tioned is due to the clearing up of the 
treponema pallidum infection, then by 
ail m.eans let us inoculate our tubercu- 
lar patients in the treponerma pallidum 
and treat the resulting disease, with the 
Knowledge that as it is being cured the 
tubercular lesions will improve also. 
But I don’t think this heroic measure 
_ fhecessary, for I am convinced that the 
_ rug recognized as a specific for that 
_ disease has a most marked beneficial

W'w: one hears that Justice 


Werremeyer has performed

within the last 22 months and one 
hears' him say at the same time that 
his firm belief in marriage remains un- 
broken through his record-breaking ex- 
perience, his opinions are valuable and 
a fine argument in favor of marriage. 

He should be rich in wisdom and in- 
side information from his observation of 
the marriages, which are more or less 
clandestine, taking place at St. Louis’ 
Graetna Green, where he has his hy- 
meneal desk. 

I expected to find him hardened and 
cynical, as so many of the worldly wise, 
who talk of the hollow mockery and the 
sham of modern marriages. But not 
so at all. Either Justice Werremeyer is 
saved by the sentiment in his nature, to 
which certain poetical productions of his 
testify, or it is true that the marriages 
performed at Clayton smack more of 
rormance and true love than those per- 
formed in a more formal manner.

STONE’S CORPORATION NEWSPAPER. 

The statement of Senator Foraker of Ohio that 
the $50,000 deposited to his credit by John D. 
Archbold of the Standard Oil Co. was to be used 
for the purchase of a newspaper to be conducted 
in the interest of Standard Oil, has brought upon 
him a storm of criticism, especially from Demo- 
cratic sources. That a public man professing to 
represent the interests of the people should serve 
as the friendly agent of a monopoly in acquiring 
a newspaper to promote its interests against 
popular interests is regarded as grossly improper. 

But Missouri has‘a public man, a Democrat, 
now occupying the exalted position of United 
States Senator from this State, who was a partner 
in a newspaper, the control of which was ob- 
tained and held with money supplied by public 
service corporations. The newspaper .was the 
Kansas City Times, which was bought by Judge 
Chrisman of Kansas City, Senator—then ex-Gov. 
—Stone and others. According to testimony 
brought out in a suit filed by Senator Stone in 
1904 against Judge Chrisman the newspaper was 
to promote jointly. the political interests of Stone 
and the interest of certain public service monopo- 
lies. The paper referred to Stone invariably .as 
“Missouri’s Greatest Democrat,” and represented 
him as the foe of corporate interests and the 
friend of the people. 

Judge Chrisman charged that Stone, who was 
then ambitious to become Senator, not only knew 
that public service corporations were part owners 
of the papers and consulted with their representa- 
tives, but suggested the deal by which the paper 
was to be purchased with money supplied by 
public service corporations. The late H. J. 
Groves, who was a friend of both Chrisman and 
Stone, and brought them together in the transac- 
tions, and who subsequently was the editor of 
the paper, testified in a deposition taken in the 
office of Senator Stone’s attorney that Stone sug- 
gested purchasing the newspaper with money 
raised from public service corporations in Kansas 
City and St. Louis. Part of this testimony~the 
salient portions—which were wrung from Graves 
in a severe examination, follows: ae 

Q. Did you and Gov. Stone undertake to 
organize a scheme to work all of the corpora- 
tions in the organization of that paper? 

A. No, I didn’t undertake any scheme to 
work a lot of corporations. 

Q. ere you willing to go in with them 
Pav sate an arrangemcnt? 
A. Me? 


Q. Yes. 

A. I don’t know that I said that I would 
be or would not be. 

Q. Did Gov. Stone say he would? 

A. Yes, he said he would. 

Q. Did you get a lot of corporations? 

A. Yes. . 

Q. Who did he say? 

A. We would raise up here through the 
street railway— 

Q. He would? 

We would.

Talking of Judge Chrisman and myself. 
You and Judge Chrisman would raise 
$75,000? 

A. Gov. Stone said that if we—in speak- 
of the purchase of the Kansas City Times— 
would raise $75,000 from these corporations 
up here, pointing his finger at the tracks of. 
the Metropolitan Street :Railiway Co., that’ 
he would raise $75,000 from similar in- 
stitutions in St. Louis and that it. was not 
necessary for either him or Judge Chrisman 
to put much money in this newspaper.

Harmony of Tone, Not Matched Colors, Will Be the Rule, 
Says a Wniter in Men’s Wear.

N all the accessories of man’s apparel very much brighter 

| vivid colors than have hitherto obtained will be in vogue this fall. For 

this reason the necessity of having everything ‘‘to match’’ will be more 
or less obviated. It will be a season of harmony rather than one of endless 
seeking for exact shades in ties, shirts and socks. This has been brought 
about largely by the brilliancy of tone and the extremely high color effects 
that prevail in the fall neckwear in which everything is much “brighter” than 
that which marked the accepted “fashion” during the past summer. 

For fall wecr the pastel tones and pale seasonable effects of the past 
months will giv2 place to warm, rich fabrics of striking hue. Extraordinary 
shades of pink, gBreens and gold combinations will be most in demand and 
while there will still be many shades of brown used in the manufacture of 
the fall ties it is generally conceded that the coming season will be a green 
one. 

As far as shirtings are cencerned, some significant changes wil! be found in 
looking over the fall stocks. While many of the houses will show the white 
shirt with the narrow colored stripes which has been so popular fer the past 


year, yet the tendency now is te.make up the shirts for fall of matérials hav- 


ing broad stripes, usually self-tones or in sister tones, and of very much 


brighter materials than those which have been used in making shirts for some 
seasons past. Most of the fall shirts will be characterized by quite broad stripes, 
however, and of uniform width. The pink and white shirts of this pattern 
seen in one of the shop windows suggested nothing so much as old-fashioned 
wintergreen stick candy. Green will be the prevailing color—tans will be popu- 
lar and the new golden effects that are to be one of the principal ‘“‘notes’ of 
the fall offerings. 

Most of the colors used, however, are stronger than those shown in the 
summer shirtings. The fabrics being put out by the very exclusive houses have 
self stripes with small figures, either solid or in outline, on the alternate stripes. 
Some pale, gray-blue shirtings of this description are particularly handsome. 

Because of all these high color effects in the shirts and ties the well- 
dressed man will, as we have already pointed out, seek after harmony rather 
than a perfect match in selecting these articles of dress.

USEFUL IN SEARCH 


It May Enable Us to Trace 
Those Awful Odors to 
Their Lair. 


The smell that ebbs and flows and 
throbs out Chouteau avenue has a rival 
in Chicago, and the cunning inhabitants 
of the lake town have devised a method 
of catching the smell Dy means of bags 
attached to kites. Persons whose olfac- 
tory or glue factery nerves have suf- 
fered in St. Louis regard the Chicago 
idea as of great value. 

In Chicago they send up a kite with 
a bag attached, just as one lowers a 
Presently the bag 
fills with smell 
and the kite 
is pulled down, as 
the well bucket is 
pulled up. The 
bag is sealed and

The Chicago 
smell is no shrewd, 
elusive, gum-shoe 
smell like that in 
St. Louis. Its 
origin is known 
to be the stock- 
yards. It is not 
even a question as 
to whether the

} lished that the 
smell rises from the slaughter houses 
and the chimneys of the garbage reduc- 
tion plants.

But the smell 
has more disguises than a Scotland 
Yard sleuth and never has been traced 
to its den.
